Crackdown 


Lower Bucks County motorists had better 
watch their driving in New Jersey, figures 
indicated today. More than two out of three 
drivers who had their New Jersey driving 
privileges revoked, were out-of-staters. 


Half of the out-of-staters were from Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Ned J. Parsekian, acting director of motor 
vehicles in New Jersey, said the driving privi­ 
leges were revoked under the new 60-70 Speed 
Revocation Program, started Jan. I. 


Since the first of the year, 685 New Jer­ 
sey drivers and 1,423 non-resident operators 
have had their licenses revoked under the 
program. 


The program calls for revocation upon 
conviction for speeding 60 MPH in zones with 
a 50 MPH or less limit, and for traveling 70 
MPH on the Harden State Parkway and the 
New Jersey Turnpike. 


1st Conviction 


A first conviction means a 30-day loss of 
N.J. driving privileges, the second a 60-day 
loss and subsequent convictions bring an in­ 
definite suspension. 


The home state motor vehicle departments 
of non-resident motorists have been notified 
of the revocation. 


Police departments in the local communi­ 
ties of the residents whose licenses were re­ 
voked have been notified for whatever action 
may be deemed advisable.
